Urge the Kilted Warriors on to 
Victory 

“As the men bombed their way 
along the German trenches after the 
first rush, two of the Black Watch 
‘pipers stood upright on the parapet 
junder a terrific fire and played ‘Hie- 


of this gallant corps. They stood in a 
terrific storm of fire with bombs 
bursting all round them, and flung 
their Highland battle air to the 
i breeze, until one piper fell dead and 
the other wags wounded,” 

This was what happened during the 
Brtish attack on the German lines 
north of La Basse some weeks ago, 
and it is one of the many such epics 
that have been recorded for at least 
two centuries, 

It is almost a tradition of our High- 
land regiments that the pipers have 
largely contributed to every victory 
) gained by their countrymen, not only 
by the animating strains of their 
music, but by the coolness and self- 
possession of the pipers in the hour 
of danger. 

When the 42nd Highlanders, who 
1formed part of the attacking party 
that captured Fort Washington, in 
1777, serambled up the precipice de- 
termined to have their own share of 
‘glory, the first to reach the summit 
was one of the pipers, who, ag soon 
}as he had made good his footing, be- 
gan to play. He continued sounding 
jhis war notes until at last his body, 
riddled with bullets, fell from point to 


point, till it reached the bottom of the! 


rock mangled and disfigured. 

Again, at Waterloo, where the Cam- 
erons earned imperishable fame, it 
jwas Piper Kenneth Mackay who 
{specially distinguished himself. In the 
thick of the fighting that raged round 
the farmhouse of La Haye Sainte, the 
Camerons charged the French col- 


umns. The enemy's cavalry came to 
jthe support of the baffled infantry, 
jand the Camerons formed square, 


And, while the Cuirassiers came thun- 
(dering on, Piper Mackay stepped out- 
{side the square of bayonets, 
|} marching around, played the stirring 
“Cogadh na Sithe.” 

It was the strains of the pibroch 
that brought life and hope to rhe he- 
sieged garrison in Lucknow; it was 
ithe inspiration of the heroic pipers 


struggling up the ramparts of Tel-el-, 


| Keibir that gouded the British on to 
| vietory; and it was Piper Vindlater’s 
| playing of the “Cock o’ the North” to 
|the Gallant Gordons, while he lay on 
‘the ground badly wounded, that car- 
|ried the heights of Dargai and won 
ltor him the Victoria Cross. 

In the present campaign the pipers 
fof the Black Watch have several 
times dstinguished themseives when 
playing the “kilted warriors” into ac- 
| tion, 
It was at Joos that Piper David 
; Simpson of the 2nd Rattalion Black 
|} Wateh, died on the field of glory. 
;*All through the battle roar,’ wrote 
fone of his comrades, “rang the soul- 
\stirring notes of the charge of the 
|piper, at once a stimulus and a rally- 
{ing call to every man wearing the red 
‘hackle. 
| “Three lines of German trenches 
}fell to that fierce assault. Then the 
command came down the line to have 
a try for a fourth. 

“Piper Simpson at once got his 
| pipes in position, turned to his com- 
pany with the cry, ‘Come on, boys!’ 


| Black Watch, again ran, playing to- 


wards the foe. He took ten or 
'twelve paces, a bullet through the 
breast prought him down, and, with 


jthe exultant yell of his triumphant 
| comrades in his ears, he died.” 

Describing the inspiring scene of 
the passage a kilted battalion along 
| one of the rock roads of Flanders 
j With the bagpipes shirling defiantly, 
ja British correspondent at the front 
wrote thus: 

“The drone of the pipes seem to 
rouse a cold, calculating devil under 
the tartan.

* Crops on Alkali Land 

Farmers in Idaho and other west- 
/ern states have a common problem in 
alkali soils. Water, rising through 
‘the soil by capillarity, brings with it 
|salts. These are washed down without 
{harm in regions of rainfalls, but in 
the west, where rainfall is light and 
}evaporation is excessive, the alkali 
‘remains on the surface, retarding the 
! growth of the crops, 
| White alkali may readily be washed 
out of the soil by irrigation, but black 
alkali, which corrodes plant tissues, 
jis handled with more difficulty. If 
the expense is not too great, black al- 
kali may be treated with gpmsum, 
which changes it to the white form. 
| George W. Graves, of the Idaho Ex- 
periment station, advises the growing 
of a crop to shade the surface of the 
ground, in some cases, thereby pre- 
venting evaporation, Cultivation will 
also help. In some cases where the 
alkali is go strong as to prevent seed- 
ing plants from getting a start, it may 


be feasible to plow the alkali under) 


and seed ar once, The plants will 
then get a start before the alkali ac- 
cumulates again,

Live Stock 


| Very Successful Year Experienced by 

Live Stock Branch in Saskatche- 

wan 

At the end of November the activis 
ties of the live stock branch of the 
Saskatchewan department of agricul- 
ture in connection with the stock dis- 
tribution policy, had been concluded. 
The work this year has been carried 
on most successfully, and only the 
lack of funds prevents its contfnua- 
tion during the entire winter, all of 
the $50,000 voced for this purpose 
having now been expended. 
| There is an increase in the number 
of cattle supplied this year, In 1914 a 
total of 488 head were supplied, and 
this year, the number is 456. While 
the number of milk cows distributed 
is not as great as last year, it is very 
gratifying to find that the largest in- 
;erease has been in the number of 
| western grade females and pure-bred 
bulls supplied. In 1914 about 75 head 
/of western-bred grade heifers were 
| distributed, while this year over 180 
| were sold. The number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 to 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid increase 
| Was due, no doubt, to the fact that an 
| option calling for only a quarter cash 
| deposit, instead of the fifty per cent. 
|in force before, was authorized early 
in the spring and added to the sale re- 
gulations. In no way can the quality 
and standard of the Saskatchewan 
cattle breeding industry be raised 
more quickly and more cheaply than 
by the introduction of high class, 
pure-bred sires, and it is believed that 
next year's farmers and stock breed- 
ers in even greater numbers will avail 
themselves of this opportunity. Only 
about thirty of the bulls were bought 
in the east, the rest being purchased 
from local breeders in the west. Thus 
the department js helping, not only 
the individual in search of a pure- 
bred sire, but it is also finding a mar- 
ket for the western breeders of pure- 
bred stock at remunerative prices. 

Amongst other places, the districts 
around Rush Lake, Debden, Margo, 
Kerrobert and Kindersley received 
carload shipments of cattle. In Ker- 
robert, where a new creamery was es- 
tablished this year, approximately 
sixty head of milk cows were sold, 
while Kindersley received about five 
carloads of western-bred grade heif- 
ers. 

That the action of the department 
in distributing live stock is appre- 
ciated and thought well of by the 
Saskatchewan farmer is shown by the 
numerous enquiries received now by 
the live stock branch, which, unfor- 
tunately cannot be filled at present, 
but are being held over until next 
Spring. 

Regarding the work with sheep, the 
increase has been more than fourfold. 
Last year about 480 grade range ewes 
and 12 pure-bred rams were distri- 
buted under the live stock sale regu- 


lations. This year about 2,200 head of 
ewes and about 40 rams were sup- 


plied. No doubt this phenomenal in- 
crease was due to the fact that there 
is an excellent market for both wool 
and mutton at the present time which 
makes the raising of sheep a very luc- 
rative business, and which influenced 
farmers from all parts of Saskatche- 
wan to start with a small flock. The 
2,200 sheep were supplied mostly in 
lots from 20 to 160, and were scat- 
tered over the whole province, quite 
a few being shipped into the north- 
western part. 

While it is not likely that the price 
for wool will remain at the high level 
which it now holds, once the war is 
over there is no _ reason to belleve 
that it will drop back to the figures 
prevailing a few years ago, 9c to lic 
per pound, 

There is no branch of the live stock 
industry which needs more encour- 
agement than the raising of sheep. 
Confronted with the very serious weed 


problem, the slogan of our prairie 
farmers and wheat growers has be- 
come “Sheep on every farm,” and 


they will maintain their reputation of 
having a “golden hoof,’ after first 
keeping the sumemrfallow clean, and 
seh gleaning the stubble fields in the 
fall. 

One gratifying feature from the 
live stock point of view is the fact 
{that although Saskatchewan has been 
| blessed with one of the heaviest ana 
largest crops ever harvested, farmers 
on the whole are not losing sight of 
the Hve stock end, and quite a few 
{enquiries and applications for stock 
are now being received from the dis- 
tricts, from which reports of the high- 
est yields have been received, viz.: 
The southwestern district of Saskat- 
}chewan, on the Weyburn-Shaunayon 
} line, and the Goose Lake country, This 
would indicate that the prairie farmer 
jafter having garnered one of the bést 
grain crops in years, is prepared and 
willing to invesr part of his surplus 
eash in breeding stock, and this aug- 
urs weil for the future of the live 
stock industry of the province,

That Canadian Indians have surviv- 
ed the hardship caused by the adverse 
effect of the war on the fur trade, and 
are facing another winter with confid- 
ence, is a statement which appears in 
the annual report of the Indian de- 
partment, just issued. In agricultural 
and other pursuits their earnings pre- 
sent a most creditable showing. 

The native population has remain- 
ed practically stable and health con- 
ditions have on the whole been good. 
The total value of agricultural pro- 
ducts of Indian industry in 1916 was 
$1,818,619, and of real and personal 
property, $60,439,210, of which $46,- 
765,011 is in land, The total income 
of the Indians is $5,927,594, a marked 
decrease having taken place in the 
amount earned by hunting aa a re- 
sult of the decline in fur prices. 

The Canadian Indians have during 
the year given many instances of 
their loyalty and their contributions 
to the date reported to patriotic 
funds have totalled $16,016. 

Canada's) manner of administering 
Indian affairs has proved a model to 
the United States, a special commis- 
sioner, Mr. I’. H. Abbott, secretary of 
the board of Indian commissioners 
for the United States, having recom- 
mended a number of features of Can- 
adian Indian law and administration 
to the consideration of the United 
States authorities after making a 
tour of Indian agencies here. Mr. 
Abbott {s enthusiastic over the sim- 
plicity and adequacy of Canadian 
regulations for the native races. 
His only point of criticism was re- 
garding the difficulties surrounding 
the enfranchisement of the Indlan “in 
Canada.

Belgium Relief 


the Belgium Government Has 
Borne the Burdens of War 


It is doubtful whether the world 
understands that Belgium, through 
her government and her people, has 
borne the chief financial burden of 
the work of relief, A fund of $3,000,- 
000 was provided by a group of Bel- 
gian bankers and given to the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, to be 
expended solely for the chartering of 
ships in which to bring wheat or 
flour from the United States and 
other countres. The Belgian govern- 
ment has regularly appropriated $5,- 
000 each month to be expended by 
the commission in the purchase of 
grain, flour and other foods. This 
contribution is not an outright gilt jto 
the commission, although in effect it 
accomplishes the purpose of a gift. 
The government ot Belgium, ever 
since the war began, has continued to 
pay the salaries and wages of a very 
large number of government em- 
ployees. Some of these

for which they are paid, such as bur- 
gomasters and other city and com- 
mercial officials, school teachers, ete., 
while some are idle because of the 
German occupation of the country. 
The money for the payment of these 
employees is not delivered directly to 
them by the government; in fact, the 
government has no direct channel 


through which it could make payment. | 


It is, therefore, paid over to the com- 
;mission for relief in Belgium, which 
buys relief supplies with it. The sup- 
plies are sent into Belgium whete 
‘they are distributed; not given away, 
but sold. Proceeds of the sale are 
paid to the communes, and the com- 
munal officers then pay the salaries 
and wages of the government em- 
ployees. The entire transaction is 
somewhat like the operation of a 
water wheel. The water drives the 
wheel in passing, but is not reduced in 


quantity by the service which it 
gives.—From “Helping the Belgians,” 
by Ernest P. Bicknell in the Amert- 
can Review of Reviews for Decem- 
be:

If any doubts existed in the minds 
of those who have read reports from 
German gources as to the loyalty of 
the people of India, they must have 
been speedily and permanently dis- 
pelled by the words of Mr. Rostum 
Rostumjee, editor of the Oriental Re- 
view, Bombay, a noted Parsee schol- 
ar, publicist and journalist, who lec- 
tured on “India and the War” recent- 
ly before the Canadian Club in Ot- 
tawa, ‘ 

“Behind the serried ranks of the 
finest army in the world,” said Mr. 
Rostumjee, “stands India, loyal to a 
man, ‘Teuton stratagem counted on 
revolt in India, But never did 1 fear 
for a moment such a dire calamity.” 
He referred to the loyalty and sacri- 
tice of Indian princes and people. He 
drew a striking contrast between the 
status of an Indian in) Great Britain 
and in the overseas dominions. But 
he was not without hope and he be- 
lieved that after the war a solution to 
this problem would be found. 

As the war goes onefanada 1s be- 
coming more and more a great part- 
ner in the great imperial firm, said 
the speaker, The whole British em- 
pire, with one voice and one heart 
had cried out: “Give us liberty and 
honor or death.’ Ife was proud of 
the part his country was playing in 
this world crisis. His countrymen 
were fighting the battles of the weak 
nations of the earth in Mesopotamia, 
Egypt, Gallipoli, Irance, Flanders, 
and {n fact, in almost every theatre 
of the war. Behind the serried ranks 
of the finest army in the world stands 
India, loyal to a man. Two hund- 
red and fifty thousand troops had 
been sent to all parts of the world 
from India and she could send out 
millions of men and tons of gold if 
Great Britain Ceuld only train their 
men and utilize their meang and ac:

During the last six years, we have 
paid 64 claims for damage by light- 
ning and only six claims for damage 
by tire otherwise started. In our case

rods seem to be the practical 
remedy.” 

Mr. W. G. Willoughby, secretary- 


treasurer of the Lambton Mutual Fire 
Insurance Co., of Watford, Ont., says: 
“Lightning has been the principle 
cause of our losses, and, if the amount 
paid on stock were added to the 
amount paid for losses on 
by lightning, it would be more than 
{ro per it. We have not had a 


rodded building burned for years, and 
tthe damage to them is very small— 
{none in 1914 nor in 1915 so far (Sept. 
130, 1915). We make a difference in 
rates in favor of rodded buildings, and 
‘over half are yodded,” 

Bert B. Buckley, Ohio State 
Marshal, in his August Bulletin

ining is credited with 68 fires, with a 
{resulting loss of $91,165. In every cuse 
| the buildings struck were not equip- 
ped with lightning roc 
j tire was reported where the building 
was rodded: in fact, it is very seldom 
| indeed, that such a case is entered on 
the records.” 

In the face of the foregoing evid- 
ence, and in view of the small cost of 
installing lightning rod equipment, it 
would seein advisable for farmers to 
equip their property with this pretec- 
tion, and also to the advantage of in- 
surance companies to give a prefer- 
ence in premium rafes to risks so

This is such a big subject to put in- 
to an article of this kind that one 
hesitates to try to cover the ground 
in such a short space. It is possible, 
however, to cover most of the essen- 
tial points so that many will be help- 
ed in getting better results for that 
is what most wish to accomplish ro- 
gardless of the minute reasons. Arti- 
ficial incubation is extremely handi- 
capped by being practised as a rule 
under more difficult or unnatural con: 
ditions than are usually to be found 
where natural means only are prac: 
tised, With good reason many do not 
do so well with the former, but those 
of experience see and raise so many 
valuable birds by it that it is an ab- 
solute necessity where large numbers 
are to be raised and especially if at 
unusual seasons. 

Before one considers the actual 
hatching at all it is most important to 
see that the incubator is given real 
live hatchable eggs. Some hens seein 
to be exceptionally successful in their 
hatching but no hen could ever hatch 
a great many of the eggs that are put 
in incubators. As a usual thing it 
will require eggs from more vigorous 
stock to get results from the incubat- 
or because these eggs will probably 
be set much sooner than where biddy 
uses her own judgment electing to 
cluck and set when instinct tells her 
that the time has arrived when she 
can safely depend on the eggs. 

There is no doubt whatever that the 
very best chickens will be hatched 
and are produced when the hens lay- 
ing the eggs and the males fertilizing 
them are in the very best .condition, 
At a time when we notice them want- 
ing to sing and scratch while there is 
a gleam of daylight left, as though 
life itself depending on their getting 
ina few more kernels to produce those 
vigorous eggs from which to get the 
strong live chicks is the best time to 
get incubating the best product from

If the eggs are right, from hearty, | 
vigorous stock, have been given the 
proper handling before being placed 
in the machine, and the machine has | 
been operated correctly, nothing un- 
der the sun can help at the last like 
leaving the machine alone. Any bene- | 
ficial assistanea that may be given, 
any chicks in getting out will usually 
do ten times as much harm to other 
eggs that could hatch and make per- | 
haps better chicks than the ones help- 
ed. If the operator has not patience 
enough to leave the machine strictly 
alone, he should plan to be away as | 


them. As a matter of fact we have 
birds producing more sstisfac- 
tory eggs sometimes during December 
and January than for a few months 
later until coming again into full lay 
and condition in the late spring, The 
time then to get the good product 
trom them is when they are at their 
very best whenever that may be and 
if we cannot get them into first class 
condition real early no matter if the 
eggs are beginning to come, good 
sturdy chicks cannot be expected. 

One of the greatest troubles seems 
to be that so many let the flock get 
along as Well as it may until such time 
as they are needing chickens or eggs 
get high and it looks like a big in- 
ducement to force\the birds a little. 
The consequence is that even if they 
do begin to lay a bit they do not have 
the hardy, robust constitutions and 
the vitality is not there to get eggs 
with strong germs in them. A year 
ahead is not too soon to seriously 
consider the matter of properly handl- 
ing the flock for the whole season's 
growth will have had a remarkable 
bearing on the possibilities for early 
incubation. If the stock is of the 
greatest vigor and proper feeding ts 
followed so as not to allow the flock 
to become too fat or force them un- 
{duly, but keep them coming along in 
a normal, vigorous way, there should 
not be great trouble with artificial in- 
cubation. Good common sense must 
always guide, having ever in mind the 
conditions that exist when birds are 
normally breeding best and furnishing 
them with all that will help to dupli- 
cate as near as possible those condi- 
tions. 

Fresh air, sunshine, light, good 
sound food in proper balance. exer- 
cise, sufficient room and good clean 
water are the very first aids to good 
results with artificial incubation. 

Having the flock so that it is ready 
to supply the eggs required — for 
hatching, proper care must be given 
the handling of the eggs so they will 
not lose any of the vitality on ac- 
count of causes that might very ser- 
fously hurt the possibilities. In cold 
weather the eggs must be gathered at 
least every hour and the sooner they 
ean be get the better. While being 
saved they should be kept in a dry 
place not over warm and preferably 
45 degrees. A week old is as long as 
early eggs should be kept, although 
fair results may be obtained from 
eggs a litlle older. 

Having eggs from vigorous stock 
by following closely the directions 
given with the incubator good results 
should be had, Certain rules hold 
{good with all machines, but the besr 
results are most likely to be had 
where the maker's instructions are 
followed carefully. We have machines 


where moisture is practically nor con- 
sidered except under exceptional con- 
ditions. In a room where a fairly 
even temperature can be kept up is 
a good place for the incubator, We 
\like good air in the room and always 
| plan to have good ventilation, The 
embryo In the eggs needs almost as 
j much as the hatched chicken, air that 
j will strengthen its growth trom day 
to day.

“Now I have 5544 bushels of wheat 
to the acre for my crop and I want 
to tell you I'm feeling pretty good. 
These four cows showed me what we 
could do with our little hay and pas- 
ture and stubble and = straw heaps, 
and I have put all my spare grain 
money into more young stock, and I 
have, all told, 42 head of cows and 
calves and young cattle. 

“This grain farming is all right In 
a year like 1915, and I got a fair 
crop off my summerfallow in 1914; 
but I know now that my land can’t 
stand too many 63 bushel crops with- 
out getting manure. I am not going 
to trust my luck any more to all- 
grain farming. Milk cows will bring 
us in something every week even in 
the dryest times; and what is more, 
please the Lord, we'll have some ir- 
rigation water, and alfalfa pretty 
soon.

Quill Pens Would Appear to be Great- 
ly Used In Signing Treaties 

The pens with which peace treaties 
are signed invariably fetch high 
prices if they happen to find their way 
into the market. It is interesting to 
know that when it became public that 
Peace had been proclaimed between 
Russia and Japan, pen manufacturers 
in all parts of the -world sent supplies 
of their pens to those engaged in 
drawing up the treaty, hoping that 
the document would be completed by 
the agency of their wares. In order 
to avold any unfair discrimination be- 
tween the penmakers, it was event- 
ually decided to use quill pens for the 
signing of the treaty. 

It was a quill pen that was used by 
the Spanish commissioners when

This particular pen, by the 
way, was sold for $125 some time 


afterwards. ‘The pen used in signing 
the memorable treaty of Paris fell 
into the hands of the ex-Empress 
Eugenie.

A Permanent Peace 


President Wilson Declares That 
Will be no Patched-up Affair 


President Wilson has expressed the 
Opinion that there will be no “patched 
up peace” following the European 
war. In a comprehensive and torce- 
ful address before the Columbus 
chamber of commerce he urged Amer- 
ican business men to mobilize their 
resources in order that the United 
States might be prepared to play a 
more important part in the world’s 
affairs, and bring about justice after 
the present war. 

The president defended his Mext- 
can policy, and touched on the attt- 
tude of the United States toward the 
European war, 

“When the present great conflict in 
Europe is over the world is going to 
wear a different aspect,” Mr. Wilson 
declared. “I don’t believe there is 
going to be any patched-up peace. I 
believe that thougntful men of every 
country and of every sort will in- 
sist thac when we get peace again we 
shall have guarantees that it will re- 
main, and that the instrumentalities 
of justice shall be exalted above the 
instrumentalities of force. 

“I believe that the spirit which has 
hitherto reigned in the hearts of Am- 
ericans and in like people everywhere 
in the world will assert itself once for 
all in international affairs, and that 
if America preserves her poise, pre- 
serves her self-possession, preserves 
her attitude of friendliness towards 
all the world, she may have the privi- 
lege, in one form or another, of being 
the mediating intluence by which 
these things may be induced.”

Sir Gcorge Foster Places the Importance of the Basic Industry 
Before the Economic Commission, Laying Stress on the 
Great Opportunities Presented by the Work in Hand 


How the industry of agriculture 
may be stimulated for the good of 
Canada, for the good of the empire, 
and to help and heal and resuscitate 
that large portion of the world now 
suffering untold miseries because of 
the war was the subject matter of an 
address before-a meeting of the Econ- 
omic commission at Ottawa recently, 
by Sir George Foster, minister of 
trade and commerce. 

Sir George declared that the war 
had brought many changes, and one 
of these was the quickened sense of 
public duty awakened throughout 
the country. Canada had suffered 
and sacrificed to some extent in the 
war, but the staple and basic in- 
dustry, agriculture, had been enor- 
mously stimulated with regard to the 
marketing of the crops. The ques- 
tion was how the distances could be 
bridged most economically. 

“We cannot,” he said, “cut down 
the miles, but it is possible to cut 
down the cost of transportation and 
the profits of those who intervene 
between the producer and the ulti- 
mate consumer,

“As an adjunct of the agricultural 
industry any light which you can 
throw on this question will.be great- 
ly appreciated, The next question 
jis that of immigration, or rather 
settlement on agricultural lands, 
What shall be done for our returned 
soldiers?

Canadian Acted as Machine Gun Tri- 
pod While Comrades Poured 
Bullets Into Enemy 
How a Canadian soldier turned him- 
self into a human machine gun tripod 
while his officer fired two belts of 
cartridges into the ranks of the Ger- 
mans, how the gallant First Battalion 
went into the fight &t Givenchy and 
was almost annihilated, and what a 
splendid spirit of confidence dominat- 
ed the actions of the British soldiers 
in France, were vividly recounted by 
Corporal G. A. Smith, of the First 
Battalion, now in Halifax, after six 
months in the trenches with the First 
Canadian Division, Corporal Smith 
reached Canada recently and is now 
in Halifax with a party of 39 wounded 
and sick soldiers, nearly all of whom 
have spent a period in the British 
trenches in France, The wounds are 
usually shrapnel or bullets. A word 
of significance was carried in the 
words of Corporal Smith, who said in 
answer to a question regarding the 
wounds of the men. “One of the 
rarest things in France or Belgium is 
a British soldier with a bayonet 
wound, The Germans have such a 
fear of the’ British cold steel that 
they scamper like pigs when a fight

Corporal Smith continued: “Of all 
my experiences at the front, the last 
charge of the first battalion at Given- 
chy will remain longest in my mem 
ory. I cannot tell you how many men 
we lost in four hours, in my battalion 
alone.”

Andrew Bonar Law, secretary for 
the colonics, presiding at a banquet 
in London, declared he felt more 
Lopeful ag to the outcome of the war 
than he, had for months past. In re- 
ply to statements in German _news- 
papers that he had cid Great Britain 
was on the point of bankruptcy, Mr. 
Law said the country was a long way 
from it, but he did not pretend that 
it could go on indefinitely on the 
present scale. But the wealth of 
Great Britain, he added, had not even 
been touched as yet, and she could 
bear the strain for a far longer per- 

jod than her enemies. 

Speaking of the great armies which 
Greut Britain had raised, Mr. Law 
said the number of men killed or 
wounded up to the present was three- 
fold greater than the entire expedi- 


{tionary forca at the outbreak of the 


war, 

Referring to conditions in the far 
east, he said that it was no better 
than could be gathered from the 
newspapers. 

“T go further,” he continued, “and 
say that I look for no especially good 
news for many months to come. Ana 
wo may have bad news long before 
we have good, but that does not alter 
my opinion. The war is not going to 
be won or lost in the east. 

“If you look at the tendency as a 
whole, I am convinced we are moving 


slowly but inexorably towards vic- 
tory.” 
He expressed the opinion that 


there was nothing further to fear eitn- 
er in the western or eastern theatres 
of the war, adding: 

“In Flanders, we are not only able 
to fire shell for shell, but two to the 
enemy’s one. A similar condition 
will soon prevail on the Russian front

Population of Ireland : 
Now Shows Increase 


A Novelty for the Old Land—Marked 

Decrease in Pauperism Lately 
The latest census figures for Ireland 
show an increasing population, How- 
| ever common this may be in Amer- 
® ica, or in the other countries of Hur- 
ope, this feature is for Ireland an 
agreeable novelty. For the quarter 
ended the 30th of September last the 
number of births in Ireland was 27,- 
779, a rate of 20.8 per thousand, and 
the deaths 14,670, a rate of 13.4 per 
thousand, There were only 3,511 emi- 
grants, so that the net increase in 

population is 9,498. 

It is the decrease in emigration 
which has turned the scale, The situ- 
ation might be even more satisfactory 
were it not for the heavy death rate 
of children under a year old. About 
one Jrish child in every dozen dies 
before it has reached the age of 
twelve months. Leinster and Ulster 
have the predominance in this re- 
r spect. In them one child in every 
t seven or eight dies an infant, in Con- 
nauglit only one child in every fifteen. 
Dublin and Belfast no doubt account 
for this, for poverty stricken Con- 
naught has more fresh air than can 
be found in the cities, especially in 
Dublin, which has a system of tene- 
ment houses, whero scores of families 
live in one house, and often more 
than one family in a single room. 

That Ireland is a less distressful 
| country than it used to be, and is now 
| on the mend, is further evident from 
the statistics of pauperism. Here 
| there has been a very marked de- 
crease. There were nearly eight 
thgqusand fewer people in the work- 
houses {n the quarter under review 
than the average of the same period 
for the last ten years, and there were 
12,285 fewer people in receipt of out- 
door relief from the rates. 

The least satisfactory feature of the 
returns is the maintenance of a high 
death rate from tuberculosis. Enor-

Bushels 

Canada has an exportable surplus 
of wheat of 228,132,200 bushels, ac- 
cording to a bulletin issued by the 
trade and commerce department, 
This will be the surplus left from the 
provisional estimate of cereal crop 
production in Canada this year, 336,- 
258,000 bushels, after home require- 
ments have been satisfied, 

This estimate is arrived at by the 
following calculation:

for food is at the rate of 6'4 bushels 
per head, which agrees with previous 
calculations of the same nature, 

The largest quantity of wheat and 
wheat flour previously exported in 
any one fiscal year was 142,574,000 
bushels in 1918-14, The quantity now 
estimated as available in excess of

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Canadian Children 
Save Their Pennies 


Neariy Quarter Million Saved in Pen- 
nies and Deposited With the 
Government 
The claims of the Penny Savings 
Bank have been urged upon tne 
school authoriues of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, but up to 
the present time have not met with 
any great encouragement in these 
provinces, Up to a year or two ago 
pennies were very little used in 
either of the three prairie  proy- 
inces, and small silver coins were 
used more freely by the western 
children than were the bigger copper 

pennies by the eastern chudren, 

It will not be Gisputed that, gen- 
erally speaking, the children of the 
west have had more money to spend 


than the children of the east, due 
to the great prosperity which has 
marked the progress of the west. 


But likewise the children of the west 
had more money to save, and would 
have saved more money had they 
been encouraged to do so through 
education in the public schools as 
to the value of the penny bank. 

The Financial Post of Canada in 
a@ recent issue showed that’ the 
Penny Bank, the only institution of 
its kind in the Dominion, now has 
assets- of $281,150, and of this 
amount $265,092 is deposited with 
the Dominion government through 
the post office. Practically the en- 
tire deposits of the Penny Bank are 
handed over to the Dominion gov- 
ernment, so that, as the Financial 
Post points out, the children of Can- 
ada have this amount invested with 
the government. 

The Pennuy Bank now operates in 
thirty-nine Canadian towns and 
cities from St. John in the east to 
Prince Albert in the west, and the 
institution has the support of the 
chartered ‘banks of Canada. It is 
expected that during 1916 there will 
be a large number of new branches 
opened up, in the three prairie prov- 
inces, 

Being purely a savings bank, and 
having as its depositors the child- 
ren of middle and lower class people, 
the comprehensive volume of its de- 
positors gives a‘very good indica- 
tion of the extent of the means at 
the disposal of the working class. 

At the quarterly meeting of the 
bank recently held it was announced 
that in sympathy with the appeals 
recently made by the British gov- 
ernment regarding the practice of 
thrift throughout the empire, the 
claims of the Penny bank ‘had again 
been urged on tke school authori- 
ties in all the towns in Ontario, the 
Maritime Provinces, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta in which the 
bank is not operating. In towns and 
cities where the bank was operat- 
ing, circular letters addressed to the 
local banks and school teachers had 


been sent, urging the patriotic ap- 
peal, Supplementing the bank's 
own appeals, the Ontario deaprt- 


ment of education had also circular- 
ized all its inspectors, urging them 
to press the work in the schools 
they visited, 

In the letter to the head officials 
of the chartered banks the point is 
made that “since ali the deposits of 
the children go to Ottawa, each 
child who gaves a dollar lends that 
dollar to the country. At present 
the school children of Canada are 
in this way lending her over a quar- 
ter of a million, They take pride 
and pleasure in knowing that they 
are helping.”

One of the Canadian industries 
which has expanded enormously since 
the war began is the trade in evapor- 
ated vegetables. Thousands of tons 
}of vegetables of all descriptions and 
being condensed in weight and vol- 
ume for use by the allied armies. The 
potato crop of the maritime provinces 
and the vegetable crop of British Co- 
lumbia are contributing to this indus 
try. In Ontario the purchases for 
these purposes have almost taken up 
the over-supply of vegetables and have 
given growers good markets at satis- 
factory prices for all they have 
grown. The vegetables which are be- 
ing prepared are onions, potatoes, 
cabbage, celery, carrots and turnips, 
Supplies of these vegetables are being 
bought wherever available ro fill these 
contracts. 


The appointment of General Sir 
Horace Smith Dorrien to supreme 
command of the forces operating in 
Mast Africa means that the British 
are taking steps to endeavor to clear 
the Germans out of the only colony 
that remains to them except a small 
part of the Cameroons,

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Dairying in Alberta 


Great Increases Shown in Butter Pro- 
duction for Last Year 

That Alberta has never before had 
the great increases in butter produc- 
tion, improvement in quality, and the 
interest in dairying and creamery 
work which it has had during. the 
last year, was the gist of an address 
by C. P. Marker, provincial dairy com- 
missioner at the first session of the 
Alberta Dairymen's Convention heid 
in Calgary recently, 

Mr. Marked took the platform and 
gave a detailed review of the dairying 
and creainery conditions for the pro- 
vince for the last year. Ile told how 
the production of butter had increased 
from 6,400,000 pounds during 1914 to 
ter and summer season had shown 
greater production and how cheese 
Was now being produced in large 
quantities during the winter months 
in the province. 

Mr. Marker took the platform and 
had 58 creameries this year as against 
46 operating last year; how 10 of 
these creameries were operating on 
the co-operative plan; how experi- 
ments carried on at the Olds Agri- 
cultural college had shown that 
creameries had not been in the habit 
of working their butter sufficiently, 
and how the knowledge of these ex- 
periments had improved the quality 
of the province's output; and how a 
great number of the creameries were 
going into cheese production and with 
excetlent results, 

Mr. Marker anticipated that 11,000,- 
1000 pounds of buttcr would be produc- 
ed in this province during the ensuing 
year, Dividing the increase in cream- 
ery production as between Red Deer 
,and North and Red Deer and South, 
the speaker sald that the north had 
;shown a 11 per cent. increase while 
the south district had shown a 71 per 
cent. increase, netwithstanding that
